$400,000 auditorium is to be 
erected. The proposed bonds are 
for $195,000, which represents 55 


per cent of the contemplated cost 


of construction.

The special election is to decide 
if bonds totaling $195,000 are to, 
be issued by the Chaffey district. 
The bonds will. mature in 10' 
years, bearing not over 3% per 
cent interest. If the bonds are 
approved the PWA (not WPA) | 
will provide $185,000 as the fed- | 
eral government’s share in the} 
proposal. These figures repre-' 
sent the total charge for erecting ° 
and furnishing the building. The | 
building will have a seating ca- 
pacity cf 2400 and three aa 
rooms. 

At present there is not suita- 
ble place for meetings of large | 
gatherings in the Chaffey district. ; 
High school and junior college 
assemblies are held in relay fash- | 
jon because there are more than! 
2000 students on the campus and | 
the junior college auditorium ace | 
commodates only a third of the’ 
total.
